|n categories (v) & (vi), respective associations would send their representative to 
me NERPC. The representative from respective organizations should be either 
he head of the organisation or at least a person not below the rank of a Director 
)n the Board of the company/corporate entity except for Central Public Sector 
Jndertakings (CPSUs) where representative could also be at the level of 
lixecutive Director.
